Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 
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Claim 1 is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Based on Supreme Court 
precedence see Diamond v Diehr450 US 175,184 (1981); Parker v. Flook, 437 US 
584,588, n. 9 (1978); Gottschalk v Benson, 409 US 63, 70 (1972); Cochtane v Deener, 
94 US 780, 787-88 (1876) a 101 process must (1) be tied to another statutory class 
(such as an apparatus) or transform underlying subject mater (such as an article or 
materials) to a different state or thing. Since neither of these requirements is met by the 
claim the claim is rejected as being directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 101 , set forth in this Office action. It is noted that allowance is 
contingent on overcoming the USC 101 rejection and a final updated search that will be 
conducted before passing the case to issue.
